In the fall of 1929 there came to Holmes Junior College 
as football coach a young man destined to play many and 
important roles in the life of the college. During the next 
ten years his very capable leadership in the Athletics Depart- 
ment and his winning personality endeared him to all the 
school and brought him popularity over all of Holmes County. 

In 1940 he was named president of the college. Almost 
immediately came the lean and difficult years of World War 
II, but he carried on hopefully and cheerfully. In after-war 
years, following a progressive policy, he did much to enlarge 
the school and improve its standing among junior colleges. 
Under his administration, the Veterans' Dormitory, the Music 
and Science Building, the "Block" Classroom Building, an 
apartment building for married teachers, a steam laundry, 
and a dry cleaning establishment were all added to the plant. 

In 1948 a severe heart attack compelled him to resign 
from school work. After his recovery, he devoted himself to 
agricultural interest where he became a prominent leader in 
both County and State. However, he was not long out of 
touch with H. J. C. , being made a member of the Board of 
Trustees in 1950. From that time until the end of his useful 
life in 1956 he was always vitally concerned in the interest 
and welfare of the school. 

His qualities as a man - his quiet sense of humor, his 
keen and sympathetic understanding of people, his kindly 
manner, his ability to give wise and friendly counsel - all of 
these will long be remembered by the many who were privi- 
leged to know him. In heartfelt appreciation of all he has 
meant to our school, we affectionately dedicate this 1957 
HORIZONS to the memory of our friend - MR. RAS M. BRANCH.
